SECRET A R Y-TREASU RER 


It is said in order to learn the value of anything, 
try to make one yourself. In the case of a kilowatt 
hour of electricity, you’ll find it quite a task to make 
even one. 

Several years ago a stationary bicycle was built 
to drive an electric generator. At numerous 
Electrical Shows many tried their hand, or rather 
legs, at generating electricity. At one show, 213 
people pedaled the machine until they were tired, 
and their combined work produced only 2 y> kilowatt 
hours of electricity! 

At Madison Square Garden a champion six-day 
bicycle rider pedaled this same machine in a 
desperate sprint of one minute. The meter showed 
that he made about five-hundreth of a kilowatt hour. 
If he and his team mate had kept up this sprint for 
six days and nights (impossible of course) they 
together would have made about 47c worth of 
electricity — poor pay for a week's work for two 
famous athletes.

Ah samples are 
removed from the germinatore, 
they will be examined for the 
presence of other diseases.
